During this dread-- 
ful Uproar, the Terror of which made 
the Congregation think the Church was 
falling upon their Heads, the Cardinal 
de Rierio retired to the Altar, where, with 
great Difficulty, he was ſaved by the 
Prieſts, till, by the Magiſtrates Order, 
when the Tumult was over, he was con- 
veyed to his Palace, and remained there 
in great Fear till his Delivery by Order 
of the Government. 5 | 

There happened at that Time to be 
ſome Perugians in Florence, who had 

been driven thither from their own Ha- 
bitations, by the Animoſity of the Fac-

In Order that the Perſecution of the 
Conſpirators ſhould be rendered exem- 
plary in all Points, James Pazzi, who 
after his Execution had been interred by 
his Friends in the Tomb of his An- 
ceſtors, was firſt taken from thence, and, 
like an excommunicated Perſon, buried 
under the City Walls; from whence bein 
again taken up, he was dragged naked 
through the Streets, with the ſame. 
Halter in which he had been hanged: 
And as he could not procure a quiet 
Sepulchre on Earth, he was thrown by 
his Enemies into the River Arno, whoſe 
Waters were then exceeding high. - An 
eminent Example of the Fickleneſs of 

Fortune, in a Man of his Riches and 
happy Eſtate, falling with ſo much Infe- 
licity, Ruin and Diſgrace. He has been 
repreſented by his Enemies as addicted 
to gaming and ſwearing, like one care - 
leſs and deſperate: But, were it ſo, he

wards Bolagnia. Towards Siena he re- 
paired the Imperial Hill, and made it 
almoſt impregnable: And alſo blocked 
up the Way towards Genoa, by making 
himſelf Maſter of Pietra Sancta and 
Serezana. With the Largeneſs of his 
Penſions and Bounties he procured and 
maintained many Friends abroad; par- 
ticularly the Baliany in Perugia, the 
Vitelli in the City of Caftello, and had 
moreover the particular Government of 
Fuenza; all which were ſtrong Bulwarks £1 
to the City of Florence. | 
In peaceable Times, he was Güsen 
entertainin g the Citizens with Feaſts and 
Triumphs; and, to excite in them a 
true martial Spirit, he exhibited Jouſts 
and Tournaments, and many Repreſen- 
tations of ancient warlike Actions: The

which great and laudable Actions he 
was not a little incited by the Conſpi- 
racy of the Pazzi; for having ſo nar- 
rowly, ſaved his Life therein, it rendered 
him more obliging to the Citizens than 
before, as fearing to provoke them to 
any future Commotions againſt him. 
He Was à great Lover of Arts and 
Sciences, and beſtowed large; Renefac- 
tions on the moſt eminent Profeſſors in 
his Time. Alſo, to encourage the Vouth 
of Florence to the Study of Learning, 
he erected an Univerſity at Piſa, and 
brought thither all the moſt famous Men 
then in Nah. But, notwithſtanding theſe 
publick Actions, he did not negledt taking 
Proper Meaſures for ag dizing his 
own Famihy: And it was owing: to his 
Wiſdom and Management, that in Time 
the Adeticis, his Sucoeſſors, arrived at the 
ſupreme Dignity af Grand Dukes of 
Tuftazy ;':which he partly effected, B/à 
procuting his ſecond Son Jabn, who 
proved a Man of great Abilities, to be 
advanced to the Degree of a Cardinal, 
at the Age of Thirteen years; a Thing 
in thoſe Days without Precedent. This 
wiſe Step raiſed a Ladder for his Houſe 
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to od to that Height of Sovereignty, 
which they afterwards accompliſhed. . 
His —— ge Prudence, and For- 
tune, were ſo much admired and eſteem- 
ed, not only over all Italy, but even by 
far diſtant Princes, that Matthew, King 
of Hungary, gave him many conſiderable 
Teſtimonies of his Affection; the Sopbi 
of | Perfia: alſo ſent him Ambaſſadots 
laden with Preſents; and the Grand 
Signior ordered Bandini, the Murderer 
of his Brother, who had fled into Turky 
far Refuge, to be delivered up to him; 
who, on his Arrival at rs m e | 
mediately put to Death. 
The Reputation of Lanrentina: en- 2 
ereaſed daily with his Prudence: For to 
render — its due, he was not only elo- 
quent and witty in Diſcourſe, but 9 dil 
creet in Cauntel, and quick, courageous, 
and reſolute in — Theſe Virtues 
were tainted with hardly any Vices, ex+ 
cept ing the Love of Women and ſatirical 
Jeſting; both Which he indulged top 
much for a Man in his exalted- Station. 
He ſuffered great Torment from the 
grievous Diſtempers he was. afflicted with 
in his latter Days, which, At. length 
| __ him to his End in April 99 


in the Wee Yeu of his Age, 
having ſurvived his unfortunate Brother 
Junah Fourteen Years. s. 

Never any Man died, not nn in 
Florence, but in all Italy, with fach an 
exalted Character, nor ſo much lamented 
by his Country, leaving behind him 
three Sons and three Daughters. Peter, 
the eldeſt -of his. Sons, @ married to 
A Honſina, Daughter of Cavalier Orſini: 
Fohn, the . as beforeſaid, was 
made a Cardinal: And Julian, his third 
Son, was ſo very young at his Father's 

Death; that he could not provide for him 
as he intended. He married one of his 
Daughters to James ' Sakviati, another 
to Francis Cibo, and the third to Peter 
- Ridol fs all Men. of yon Eſtates and high 

Dien wit Ir 
Huch. Was the Lenity of & anno 
that ſome Time after the Aſſaſſination of 
his Brother Julian, when the Heat of 
the Citizens on that Account was ſome- 
what abated, he prevailed with the Ma- 
giſtrates to admit che remainder of the 
Pai, and the reſt of the Conſpirators 
ho ſurvived that Action, and had been 
condemned to perpetual Impriſonment, 
wy ge their Condition tor. that of 


per- 
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perpetual Baniſhment. This Act pf Mer- 


cy was thankfully received, and as grate- 
fully acknowledged, inſomuch, that none 
of them eyer afterwards joined ja any 
Attempt againſt him. C 5:10 
Having regained their Liberty, the 
Pazzi diſperſed themſelves into ſeveral 
Countries; and Nicolas, one of the 
Nephews of the unfortunate James Pag- 
zi, went and ſettled in England, towards 
the latter End of the Reign of Edward 
III. Where that Family haye ſince con- 
tinued, though under another Name. As 
all their Eſtates, Poſſeſſions, Goods and 
Merchandizes in Florence had been for- 
feited; and they not haying any Thing 
to ſubſiſt on but what proceeded from 
the Liberality of their Friends, the in- 
nate Generoſity of Laurence induced him 
to remit them à handſome Allowance, 
ſuitable to their Rank, and ſufficient to 
keep them aboye any mean Dependence, 
in the Countries where they choſe to 
ſettle. This laudable Deed was conti- 
nued by the Medicis his Succeſſors; and 
by the Help of this Support, the Pazz# 
were enabled to enter into 'Traffick : 
Wherein 8 fortunate, they lived 
very handſomely, and married into ſome 
Vo. II. VV 
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of the beſt Families, both in England 
and in other Countries. 

Thus fell the Pazzi, ingloriouſly 
endeavouring to fave their Country from 
that Yoke, which they foreſaw, by the 
Medicis graſping at ſovereign Power, 
muſt certainly in' Time become fixed 
thereon. It really happened ſometime 
afterwards, when that Family became 
Grand Dukes of * Tuſcany : And had 
not the Luxury and Venality of the Fo- 
rentines quite extirpated all Senſe of 
Liberty, publick Spirit, and Love for 
their Country from amongſt them, it 
is probable ſuch a laudable Attempt to 
preſerve them from Chains, would have 
met with better Succeſs, and themſelves 
have remained a free People to this 
Day. * 
aving peruſed the beforementioned 
Manuſcript, I could not forbear indulging 
a few Reflections on the Miſeries that 
K ee eee tree 
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Since the Time of compiling this MS. the Fa- 
mily of the Medicis have become extin#t, viz, on June 
28, 1737, when FRANC1s I. the preſent Emperor 
of Germany (then Duke of Lorrain) ſucceeded 10 
the Sovereignty of Grand Duke of ray 3 by 
' Virtue of a Treaty between France and the Emperor 
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a free Country is liable to, from the O- 
pulence or Ambition of particular Fa- 
milies, who by promoting Factions in a 
State, not only endeavour at each other's 
Ruin, but oftentimes prove the Deſtruc- 
tion of the whole Community, by waſting 
that natural Strength in private Feuds, 
which ought to have been exerted ny 
againſt a common Enemy. And thoug 

I agreed with Mr. S in applauding 
the Pazzi's Deſign, by endeavouring to 
relieve their Country, yet, at the ſame 
Time, I could not avoid highly condemn- 
ing the Method they made uſe of, as 
being too ſanguinary and treacherous for 
them to expect any Interpoſition of the 
Divine Being in their Favour, who has 


expreſſed his Abhorrence of Bloodſhed, 


by ſtrictly forbidding to do Injury even 
to an Enemy. Neither could | any Ways 
think the Scheme of the Pazzz; to be 
well-timed ; as it was to be executed 
at a ſuncture when moſt of the Citizens 
of Florence were become enervate in 
their Morals, by the corrupt Practice of 
the Megicis'; and on all ſuch Occaſions; 
unleſs the Virtues of the leading Pa- 
triots are ſeconded by the reſolute En- 
deayours of a Majority of the Publick; 


Melee C 2 thoſe 
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thoſe will infallibly prevail who are en- 
deavouring to build their own Fortunes 
on the Ruin of their Country. 

But to return to my on Hiſtory : In 
a fe Days after Lhad read over the Ma- 
nuſcript, I was ſurpriſed by an unexpec- 
ted Viſit from Mr. S—, who acquainted.

at him, as ſhe continually aimed at con- 
quering every diſengaged Heart that 
ann in er VMM. 
As Mr, S— will take up a confiderable 
Part of what remains in theſe Me- 
moirs, it will be neceſſary here to give 
ſome further Account of that Gentle- 
man. He was then about the Age of 
Thirty, of a genteel Make and Stature, 
but rather if any Thing inclining a little 
to the fatteſt. He was a Widower, had 
been ſo about two Years, and was poſ- 
ſefled of a handfome Fortune, great Part- 
of which came by his Wife, beſides what 
reverted to him on the Deceaſe of the 
od Gentleman, his Relation, formerly 
mentioned. He had ſeveral Children 
by his Lady, who came of a great Fa- 
mily ; but only one of them, which was 
a Daughter, ſurvived their Mother at 
Rn.

As this 
Nobleman was Heir to a very large 
Eſtate, ſo, during the five Years that 
he was abroad, it gave Mr. S- an Oppor- 
tunity of making a very large Saving, 
in laying by his own Fortune ; for his 
generous Companion would not ſuffer 
him to be at any, Expences in their 
Journey, as he knew that Mr. S-—'s 
Income, at that Time, would very ill 
defray travelling Expences.

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Things, to make any great Impreſſion 
on his Memory. 
Mr. S- very readily accepted of the 
Invitation to reſide at my Houle again, 
during his Stay in the Country, and made 
his Abode with us about a Week, indu- 
ced thereto, as he ſaid, more by the 
Pleaſure and Entertainment that he 
met with in our Company, than from 
the Urgency of the Buſineſs that brought 
him thither. And indeed he was very 
juit in his Compliment : For it was 
urely on Account of the Charms which 
he found in Lady Grace Eafy's Perſon 
and Converſation that we ſaw him in 
Hertfordſhire this ſecond Time.
